of the times, and ſeldom exceeded 80 horſe, 
and two or three hundred archers, 

'The firſt regular eſtabliſhment of a military 
ſorce in England was in the reign of Henry 
VII. when the ycomen of the guard were in-

220 1535, the 
ſtanding forces in TreJand in time of peace con-

In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, the peace 
eſtabliſhment in Ireland was from 1500 to 2005 
men, and continued the ſame till the reign of 
Charles I. when Lord Strafford raiſed a con- 
ſiderable army there, At the ſame time, 
Charles collected a large army in England, on 
the pretence of a French war ; which was ſoon 
after diſbanded, In this reign the royal regi- 
ment of horſe-guards was raiſed at Oxford,

The continental wars, in which we have 
been almoR inceſſantly engaged fince the re- 
volu:ion, together with the prodigious num» 
ber of our acquiſitions and eſtabliſhments a- 


broad, have made it neceſſary for us to keep 
up a conſiderable army; even in times of the 


molt profound peace; to which the new me- 
thod of funding has contributed not a lutle, 
by throwing the expence of our mil'tary and 


naval equipments from our own ſhoulders upon 


thoſe of pollerity,

It is indeed frequently obſerved, that the 
M8 Britifk troops are better paid than any others 
C. 1R 
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in Europe; which may be true, as far as it 
relates to the groſs ſums, which they ſeverally 
receive, but not when balance! with the dif- 
ference of the means of living in the different 
countries. In Germany, for inſtance, the 
foot-ſoldier's ſubſiſtence is but half of what it 
is in England, and in France not quite ſo 
much; yet the great advantages allowed the 
military under theſe deſpotic governments, 
and the comparative cheapneſs of all the ne- 
ceſſaries, and ſome of the luxuries, of life, 
render a German or French ſoldier's pay far 
more ample than that of an Engliſh foldier 
in his native country, 

The pay of ſome corps in the Britiſh ſer- 
vice, it muſt be confeſſed, are very ſufficient, 
as that of the horſe and foot-guards ; the pay 
of the officers of horſe and dragoons ap- 


proaches nearer to that ſtandard, than that of 


the infantry, where the pay of ſome ranks 
will appear to be more adequate to their ſta- 
tion than that of others. For inſtance, it 
would be unreaſonable to propoſe any addi-

HE Britiſh ſervice is the cnly one 

in Europe, where the purcha'e or 
ſale of commiſſions is univerſal, and founded 
on any regular and fixed principles. This 
practice, tram the moſt ſlender and almoſt im- 
perceptible beginnings had, through conni- 
vance alone, grown to ſuch a head, and, had 
become liable to ſo many abuſes, that it, was 
thought neceſſary to reform and regulate it by 
royal authority. His Majeſty, therefore, by a 
warrant in the year 1765, ordered a baard 
of general officers to take. this matter into 
their conſideration, and to report to him what 
they thought an adequate price for the ſeveral 
ranks in the different ſervices of the army, 
The board having accordingly met, formed

F the Proviſion for diſabled Officers and 
Soldiers. 


A late ſecretary at war remarked, in one of 
is official letters, that there are but too few 
onfortable retreats from active ſervice for the 
eteran officer in this country. The only pro- 
iſion that the eſtabliſhment affords for them 
re, the commiſſions in the corps of invalids, 
which are not in proportion to the ſtrength of 
the army, and the military governments. 


It is this circumſtance that originally gave 
ie to the ſale of commiſſions, which has 
grown ſo preju licial to the ſervice. Yet, 
however injurious that practice may be to the 
army in general, there is another method of 
providing for veteran officers, though at pre ent 
much diſcontinued, which proves infinitely 
more ſo to the. particular corps, in which it is 

G.2. ſuf. 
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ſuffered to take place : viz. the going out ups 
full-pay. In this caſe, if it is the lieutenan 
colonel that retires, the perſon, who ſacceet 
him in the commiſſion of lientenant-colone 
receives only the pay of major; the maj 
ſerves on captain's pay, the youngelt captair 
on that of lieutenant, the youngeſt lieutenan 
on that of enſign, and the youngeſt enſign with.

own uſe, which ſeems to depend on the price

Widow's Penſions. 
That when a widow applies for a penſion, a I vi 
certificate is required, ſigned by the colonel IM Viv 
and ageat of the regiment, to which her hu(- e 
band belonged ; together with an aflidavit of 
her own annexed ; in which ſhe ſwears, that ol 
ſhe is the real widow of the officer mentioned ſ 
in the ſaid certificate. Whereupon the king RN 
grants a warrant, which is counterſigned by 
the ſecretary at war, for the penſion, agreeably 
to the regulation ; and that when this is grant- 
ed, the widow receives her penſion clear, and 
without deduction. That as often as the wi- 
= dows 
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lows receive their penſions, they are obliged 
2 make oath (except in a ſew inſtances, where 
ne oath has been diſpenſed with) that they 
ontinue the widows of ſuch officers, and that 
they have no proviſion or other penſion from 
the government, either in Great Britain or [re- 
land i which oath is all that is required of 
them, if they come themſelves ; but that, if 
they empower any other perſons by letters of 
attorney, to receive their penſions, thoſe per- 
ſons muſt bring a certificate from the miniſter 
and chuich-wardens of the pariſh where the 
widows live, certifying, that ſuch widows are 
living, and, to the beſt of their knowledge, 
continue the widows of ſuch officers.

but that the colonel, as colonel, never med- 
cles with the money ariſing from this ſund, 
further than to ſee that it is properly diſpofed 
of; and this is not the colonel's perſonal ae- 
count, but belongs to the regiment, to which 
the colonel is anſwerable. 


That it ſeldom happens that the balance 
is conſiderable, either for or againſt the cap» 
tain, becauſe the fund allowed for recruiting 
is calculated to anſwer the common caſualties 
but when by extraordinary calamities, which 
have ſometimes happened, the loſs has been 
ſo great, that it was not in the power of the 
captain to make it good out of his remounting 
ſund, it was cuſtomary to repreſent the caſe to 


the king, who has ordered the deficiency to 
be 
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be made up, eicher by an allowance of a cer. 
tain number of yacancies, for a time ſpecified, 
or (as is generally done in time of War) out 
of the fund for contingencies of the army, 
That the balance in favour of the captain, 
ſometimes amounts to between 40 l. and 50!, 
for two or three years, and that it is not in the 
colonel's power to apply that balance toward;

eſtabliſhment ; but that the ſubſiſtence of the 
other vacant man is iſſued to the captain with 
his own ſubſiſlence, and no account of that 
comes to the agent. That the clerk of each 
troop keeps a particular account of the vacan- 


cies, both of private men and horſes, and 
gives 
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gives the ſame to the commanding-officer, wo 
delivers it to the pay-maſter ; from whence 
a general account is tranſmitted to the agent. 
That the agent makes up an account annual) 
with each cap!ain of the expence of remount. 
ing and recruiting his troop z and if thee is 
a ſurplus in his favour, he ſometimes receives 
it, and ſometimes not, as the colonel pleaſes; 
but that it is never paid without the colonel”; 
orders. That if the captains decline taking 
the ſurplus, as they ſometimes do, it is car- 
ried to the next year's account; but that the 
balance is as often againſt, as in favour of, the

That the fund for recruiting the regiments of 
infantry ariſes from the vacancies, be'ng thence 
called the non- effed ive fund, That in time of 
war, the pay of three vacant men is commonly 


allowed for recruiting, beſides the two warrant 
men granted to each captain upon the eſtab- 
Iiſhment; but if any man is reſpited upon 
the muſter-roll, then the two warrant men are 
both reſpited, there being 1n all eſtabliſhments 
a warrant t reſpite thoſe two 'men, when the

Another agent, being examined in relation 
to the ſtock-purſe and recruiting accounts, 
informed the committee, that in the regiments 
of horſe, thoſe accounts are kept ſeparately by 
each troop, but that, in the foot, the method of 
keeping the recruiting account varies ; being 
ſometimes a particular, and ſometimes a gene-

Since the above enquiry into the ſtkte of ys 
the army took place, the following warrant 
has been iſſued for the regulation of the non- - 
effective fund of the regiments of infantry. 


GEORGE R. February 19, 1766. 


WHEREAS we have judged it neceſſary 
for our ſervice, to aſcertain the articles which 
may be charged againſt the non- effective fund 

of our marching regiments of foot, excluding 

at the ſame time all other articles whatever, ia 

order hat the ſaid fund may be kept apart for 

the purpoſe of recruiting, and that the balance 
which ſhall zemain, after ſatisfying the 
K 2 charges 
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charges therein admitted, may be applied to 
other public military uſes, we have therefore 
thought fit to order and direct, that, for the 
future, no charge ſhall be made againſt the 
ſaid non effective fund, but what comes fairly 
and evidently under the following heads, viz, 

The levy-money and expence of each re- 
cruit, as alſo his ſubſiſtence till he joins the 
regiment, 

Bounty-money to diſcharged men to carry 
them home, 

The ſubſiſtence of invalids diſcharged and 
recommended to our royal bounty of Chelſea. 
hoſpital, from the day to which they are ſub- 
filed by the regiment, to that on which they 
are admitted to the penſion, or rejected by the 
board, 

Expences of beating orders, and atteſted 
copies thereof, 

Expences of debenture warrants, 

Expences relating to deſerters. 

Expence of the paſſage of recruiting” parties 
and recruits, by ſea, to and from the re- 
giment.

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And whereas our late royal grand-father, of 
glorious memory, was pleaſed to direct, by a 
regulation in 1743, that the non- effective 
accounts of the ſeveral regiments of infantry 
ſhould be annually ſtated on the 24th of June, 
and that whatever balance remained, (after 
deducting 5 1. for each man wanting to com- 
pleat, to be carried to the credit of the ſuc- 
ceeding account) ſhould be divided among the 
captains, partly in aid of their extraordinary if 
expences, and partly as a reward for their care 
and diligence in compleating their companies; 
which regulation our ſaid late royal grand-fa- 
ther was pleaſed to ſuſpend during the late war; 
and whereas we have judged, that it will be 
more for the benefit of our ſervice, that the al- 
lowance made to the captains ſhould be limit- 
ed, we are pleaſed to direct, that, for the fu: 
ture, the non-effetive accounts ſhall continue 
to be ſettled annually to the 24h of June, 
when 5 1. ſhall be ſet apart for each man 
wanting to complete at the preceding ſpring 
review, and carried to the credit of the ſuc- 
K 3 ceed- 
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ceeding account; after which the remaining 
balance ſhall be divided among the captains, 
provided it do not exceed 20 l. to each cap. 
tain: and we are pleaſed to direct, that the 
ſums ſo paid to the captains ſhall be entered as 
the laſt charge in the non- effective account 
of each regiment : and our further will and 
plea'ure is, that in caſe any ſurplus ſhall re- 
main on the balance of the non- effective fund, 
annually ſtated on the 24th of June (after de- 
ducting 51. for every man wanting to com- 
Flete, which muſt be carried to the credit of 
the ſucceeding account) as aforcſaid, and 
after paying to each captain his entire allow- 
ance of 201. that balance ſhall be carried to 
the credit of the ſucceeding year's account: 
and the ſeveral agents are hereby directed to 
acquaint our ſecretary at war, upon the ſet- 
tling of each year's account, with the amount 
of this ſurplus or balance for our information, 

And we do further direct, that all other 
charges and expences whatever incurred by 
our marching regiments of foot, and which 
have been uſually allowed, ſhall, for the ſu- 


ture, 
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ture, be charged in the gereral half-yearly 
contingent bill, ordered to be tranſmitted to 
cur ſecretary at war, by his letter, bearing 
date the 26th of November, 1763. 

An] cur further will and p'eaſure is, that 
in keeping and makiag up the non: effective 
acccunts of each of our faid regiments of fcot, 
the followir.g directions be for the ſu: ure ſtrictly 
ob'e:ved, 

That no more than three puine:s and a 
half ſhall be allowed to any recruiting officer 
ſor each man recruited by him ; out of which 
ſum no more than one guinea and a half ſhall 
be given to each recruit, according to our 
directions, ſignified by our ſecretary at war, 
the 17th of Sept. 1765. But no charge what- 
ever is to be admitted on account of recruits, 
who may deſert before they join the regi- 
ment. | 

No recruiting-officer ſhall be allowed credit 
for the levy-money of any ſuch recruits, as 
mall not be approved of by the commanding- 
officer of each regiment reſpectively: on

generals, the number of recruits, for which 
levy-money and ſubſiſtence are charged, ſhall 
be particularly ſpecified, 

And whereas it has heen the practice i inſome 
of our marching regiments of foot, to allow the 
captains without account the ſubſiſlence of the 
vacant men in the reſpeQive companies, ariſ- 
ing from vacancies which happen between the 
days whereon each captain uſually reccives the 
ſubſiſtence of his company, it is our expre's or- 
der that, for the future, the captain ſhall ac- 
count forthe vacant ſubſiſtence of each man wha 
ſhall die, deſert, or be diſcharged between the 
above mentioned periods, from the date of 
ſuch death, deſertion, or diſcharge; and that 
the non- e ſfe dive fund ſhall have credit for the 
vacant ſubuſtence of every man, from the day 
on which he is no longer entitled to ſudb- 
ſiſlence. 


We are ſurt!:er pleaſed to direct, that every 
colonel ſhall himſelf carefully examine the

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The ſupply for the army is granted by par 
liament to the king, and therefore no pat 
of this ſupply can be iſſued from the exche.

After the ſupply is granted, 
there comes from the treaſury to the pay-office 
the king's fign manual, direQing the lords of 
the treaſury to iſſue, to the pay-maſler-general, 
a certain part of that ſupply (in time of war 
uſually a million) by way of impreſt and upon 
account, according to ſuch warrants and or- 
ders, as either are, or ſhall be figned by the 
king.

Together with the ſeveral regulations of the 
ſubſiſtence, The eſtabliſhment contains the 
diflribution of the whole ſum voted, amongſt 
the ſeveral regiments, corps, garriſons, officers 
and private men, by the day and by the year, 
and the groſs ſum all»wed for each regiment, 
corps and garriſon. To each eſtabliſhment 
are annexed two warrants,the one directing the 
pay-maſter-general to make a deduction of 
twelve-pence in the pound out of all he ſhall 


iſſue, called the poundage, and ſpecifying to 
what ſervice it ſhall be applied; the other di- 
recting a deduction of one day's pay, out of 
the payments in the eſtabliſhment, for the uſe 
of Chelſea-hoſpital.

hended under three heads: | 

1, Thoſe ſervices for which the whole ſum

2. Thoſe, for which the ſam he receives, 
belonging to particular perſons, remains in 
his poſſeſſion, upon account of the perſons en-

Of the firſt claſs, where he ſoon iſſues all 
he receives, are, the re urned poundage; Chel- 
ſea hoſpital, and the out-penſioners; the ſubſiſt- 
ence of the forces in Jamaica and the Eaſt-In- 
dies, and of the non-commiſlion officers and pri- 
vate men in Africa; the ſubſiſtence and cloath- 
ing of the militia and invalids ; the ſubſiſtence 
iſſued upon account; the ſtoppages of the offi- 
cers; ſubſiſtence in * Weſt-Indies, North- 

America,

America, and garriſons of Gibraltar and Mi- 
norca; the general and ſtaff officers and gar- 
riſons in Great Britain; the nett off-reckon- 
ings; the allowances to the colonel, captain, 
and agent; the clearings; foreign ſubſidies; 
artears of the foreign troops; levy- money; and 
all the extraordinaries, Under the head of 
ſubſiſtence of the ſorces at home, ſo much of 
the ſum received, as the ſubſiſtence actually 
amounts to, is iſſued to the agent, as ſoon as 
he receives it. 

Of the 2d claſs are, the reduced cfticers ; 
and, under the ſeveral heads of the garriſons 
abroad, the general and ſtaff officers, and hoſ- 
pitals: fo much of the ſums vote for theſe 
ſervices, as 1s Contained in each warrant for 
the pay of the officers named in the certificate, 
remains in his hands until thoſe officers or their 
agents apply for it. 

Of the 3d claſs, where he indes a part only 
of the ſums he receives, are the ſubſiſtence of 
the forces at home; the ſubſiſtence of the non- 
commiſſion officers and private men of the Bri- 

tiſh forces in the Weſt-Indies and North-Ame- 
L 3 rica, 
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rica, and of the foreign troops; the garriſons 
abroad; and the general and ſtaff- officers, and 
hoſpitals abroad. Beſides theſe, there are ſome 
other heads of ſervice, to ſatisfy which he does 
not expreſsly apply to the treaſury for money, 
but pays the demands for them out of what 
he has received under other heads of ſervice, 
Theſe are, the allowance to widows ; ſome ſer- 
vices to which the poundage is made ſubje& 
by the king's warrant, and contingencies. 
From the arrengement made of ſums receiv- 
ed by the pay-maſter general from the Exche- 
quer, it appears, that the balance in his hands“ 
cannot conſiſt of any ſums comprehended in 
the firſt claſs; becauſe of them he very ſoon 
iſſues all he receives: nor is 44probable, that 
the ſums in the ſecond clafs can conſtitute any 
very conſiderable part of it ; becauſe it is not 
to be preſumed, that officers of any denomina- 
tion will ſuffer their pay to continue long with- 


In November 1781, the balance of public mo- 
ney in the hands of the pay-maſter-general was 
4471531.

balance for ſeventeen menths has been 869148 J.

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out applying for it, eicher by themſelves or 
their agents. 

Under the denomination cf ſubſiſtence for 
the forces at home, the pay-maſter general re- 
ceives more than that ſubſiſtence amounts to, 
with an intent of procuring thereby a fund for 
certain payments not ſpecifically applied for 
by him, and therefore othe: wile un provided 
for. He receives ſubhſtence upon the full eſta- 
bliſhment of the non- commiſſion ofticers and 
private men of the Britiſh forces in North 
America, and part of the Weſt Indies, and of 
the ſoreipn troops; but as theſe regiments mult 
be incomplete, and the deputy pay-maſters 
there iſſue ſubſiſtence according to the ſtrength 
only of the regiment, he docs not remit to 
them the whole he receives, but ſo much only, 
as from the laſt accounts they ſend him of the 
ſtate of the balances in their hands, he judges 
will be ſufficient to enable them to carry on the 
public ſervice. This uniſſued ſubſiſtence of the 
Britiſh forces in the Welt Indies and North 
America, continues in his hands till the accounts 
of the ſ{cveral regiments are made up, when it 

| falls 
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falls into the clearings, and is iſſued to the 
agents; but this is not till 15 or 16 months 
after they become due. The uniſſued ſubſiſt- 
ence of the foreign troops remains with him 
till their arrears ate paid to the agents; which 
time ſeems, from the account of the ifuc; 
received from the treaſury, generally to be 
about two years after they are due. 

He receives the whole ſams voted for garii- 
ſons, ſtaff, and hoſpital abroad; but the off 
cers in theſe departments, named in the cert' f- 
cates from the war office, do not exhauſt the 
whole ſum voted, 

Hence ariſes a ſund compoſed of theſe ſ:v- 
ings, out of which he iſſues for certain ſcrs 
vices, and defrays certain expences, without 
making any ſpecific application for them to 
the treaſury, 'Theſe are, the allowance to wi- 
dows; ſome of the payments to which the 
poundage is made applicable by the king's 
warrants ; and the miſcellaneous head of con- 
tingencies. 

To demands for theſe ſervices, and to no 
other {except ſuch claims for the pay of the

No- 
thing had been iſſued for the allowance to wi- 
cows in the year 1780; for enough remained 
of former receipts in the hands of the pay- 
maſter of the widows penſions, to carry on that 
ſervice; and therefore this balance was not 
liable to be reduced by any iſſue under the 
head of allowance to widows, The payments 
out of the poundage and hoſpital, and for the 
contingencies in the year 1780, could not be 


aſcertained, becauſe ſome of the warrants had 


not been produced for payment, and thereſore 
the accounts could not be made up; we muſt 
allow 1t then to be the ſame with that of the 
laſt year, in which theſe accounts were made 

up at the office, which are of the year 1778. 
The payments out of the poundage, and 
one day's pay conſiſt of ſalaries to officers, ex- 
chequer fees, returned poundage and Chelſea 
hoſpital; the whole amount of which for this 
one year is 114265 l. 108. 2 d. The articles of 
Exchequer 
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Exchequer fees, returned poundage, and Chel- 
ſea hoſpital, though placed to this account, 
are not demands upon this balance, The Ex- 
chequer fees for every ſum are always paid 
at the Exchequer out of the ſum, at the time 
it is received; the pay-maſter-general debits 
his caſh with the whole ſum he applies for, 
and credits it for the fees; and therefore the 
only alteration made in his caſh is an increaſe 
by the ſum he aſks, deducting the Exchequer 
fees. 'The other two ſervices being applied 
for under their ſpecific heads, he receives a 
ſum with one hand, and ifſues it with the 
other: and therefore theſe three articles, a- 
mounting to 97912 J. 7 s. 6 d. being deducted 
from the total, leaves the ſum of 163531. 28. 8d. 
only, as a charge upon this balance; which 
ſum conſiſting chiefly of ſalaries, for the moſt 
part paid quarterly ſoon aſter they become 
due, leaves claim to a very ſmall amount in- 
deed to be ſatisfied out of this balance. 

The contingent « xpences conſiſt of a variety 
of articles, amounting to 24914 J. 19 8. 8 d. 
This account never either much exceeds, or 
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comes much under 24000 J. the ſum voted for 
the contingencies upon the eſtabliſhment at 
home and abroad; for ſo much of theſe pay- 
ments as exceed the ſum voted, are carried to 
the account extraordinary. Theſe articles be- 
ing paid, ſome quarterly, ſome half yearly, 
end ſome yearly, no very. conſiderable part of 
them can probably remain unpaid at the end 
of the cleventh month of that year, and can- 
not therefore be a charge upon this balance 
on the 28th of November 1720. Hence it 
follows, that ſuppoſing the amount of the 
claims for theſe ſervices in 1780, not to ex- 
c:zed their amount in 1778, the claims for 
theſe ſervices upon this balance, upon the 
23th of November, 1780, was ſo much on- 
ly of the ſums of 163531. 2s. 8 d. and 
24914 J. 19s. 8 d. making together 41268 1, 
2 8. 4d. as had not been applied for and ſa- 
tisfied, during the firſt eleven months of that 
year; and therefore we think ourſelves well 
grounded in an opinion, that the ſum of 
4471531. 115. 33d. in the hands of the pay» 
maſter- general of the forces, upon the 28th of 


November 
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November laſt, was greatly more than was ne. 
ceſſary to anſwer the claims upon him at that 
time for the ſervice of the army. 

An account being produced from the pay- 
office, of the balance in the hands of the pre- 
ſent pay-maſter-general, on the ziſt of De- 
cember, 1768, and at the end of each ſucceed- 
ing year, to the 31ſt of December, 1780, in- 
cluſive, it appeared, that the average yearly 
balance, for 12 years, has keen 585898 1. 

It appeared alſo, that the pay-maſters keep 
this balance for a conſiderable length of time 
after geing cut of office, That of four pay- 
maſters- gencral, each, upon quitting the office, 
took with him the ſum then in his hands; and 
that their balances were very conſiderable 12 
years after their reſignation, Lord Holland's 
balance, the Chriſtmas aſter he quitted the of- 
fice in 1765, was 460,000 J. in the year 1778, 
at the time his repreſentatives paid back into 
the Exchequer 200,000]. it was 450,000 l. and 
upon the 27th of September laſt, it was 
256,000 1, ſo that, during a pericd of 15 years 

after 
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1 
after he was out of office, it ſuffered very lits 
tle diminution from any claims whatever, 
According to the preſent courſe of buſineſs 
in this office, upon the reſignation of a pay- 
maſter-general, his accounts of the year's eſta- 
bliſhment are carried on to the 24th of June, 
or the 24th of December, preceding or ſubſe- 
quent to his reſignation, as is moſt convenient 
to the public ſervice. When it is ſubſequent, 
he receives from the exchequer, though out of 
office, his proportion of the ſupply of the year 
to that time, and applies it in diſcharge of the 
demands upon the ſervice, which accrued 
down to that period. But of theſe demands, 
ſome do not come in a courſe of payment, 
others are not applied for, till ſome time after 
they are due; neither the nett off-reckonings 
nor the clearings, which are the laſt payments 
on account of a regiment, are diſcharged till 
15 or 16 months after they become due ; the 
general, ſtaff, and reduced officers do not all 
apply immediately for their pay ; warrants for 
contingencies are frequently not produced un- 
| | til 
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the pay-maſter-general has deputies in various 
parts of the world, whoſe accounts he muſt 
have time to adjuſt : it is therefore convenient, 
and prevents trouble to the office, that his bu- 
fineſs ſhould be carried on, and ſo much of the 
public money, as is neceſſary for that purpoſe, 
continue in his hands for ſome ſhort time after- 
wards ; and if the balance be confined within 
its proper bounds, whilſt he is in office, the 
Intereſt of the public will not be materially af- 
fected by the detention of a moderate balance, 
for a few months after his reſignation. 

Was the pay-maſter-general to retain his 
balance nntil his accounts are finally adjuſted, 
the public wonld be kept out of their money 
to a very diſtant and uncertain period. It is 
16 years ſince Lord Holland reſigned, and his 
accounts are ſtill in the office of the audi- 
tors of the impreſt enſettled. A late pays 
maſter- general had been in office 13 years, and 
the firſt three years and a half only of his ac- 
counts are ſent into that office, and in their 


firſt lage. Being accuſtomed to go in one 


track: 


til ſeveral months after they are payable ; and 
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track, long inattention to the methods of ex- 
pediting buſineſs, added to a great increaſe of 
it, have produced long arrears, in the depart- 
metits both of the pay - maſter-general and the 
auditors of the impreſt. It requires, and 
there Qught to be, an extraordinary exertign 
in both offices to bring the accounts forward, 
and to introduce and eſtabliſh that order and 
regularity, in making them up and keeping 
them, which ſhould be ſtrictly adhered to in 
every office of account, To obtain and pre- 
ſerve an accurate and competent knowledge 
of the ſtate they are in, they ſhould be made 
up and balanced once a year, to a certain ſtated 
time, and as ſoon as may be after that time 
is elapſed. But the time it takes to complete 
the payment of certain ſervices, and the man- 
ner of carrying on ſome branches of the buſi. 
neſs in this office, are impediments to ſuch 3 
regulation, and ſeem not well calculated either 
for perſpicuity or expedition. | 
There are certain ſervices for which no ſpe- 
citic ſums are appropriate , eicher by the vote 
M 2 of . 
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of parliament, or by the diſtribution in the 
eſtabliſhment ; but they are paid out of funds 


compounded of a great variety and number of 


articles, ſubtracted from val ious grofs ſums, 
either voted or allotted for certain purpoſes. 
Theſe ſervices are, Chelſea Hoſpital, the al- 
lowance to widows, the cloathing of the re- 
gulars, exchequer fees, and ſalaries to certain 
officers. ' One of theſe funds is the poundage, 
which conſiſts of various deductions of 12 d. 
In the pound upon almoſt every individual ſam 
(except the half-pay, from which the deduc- 
tion is only 6 d. in the pound) voted, or allot- 


ted by the diſtributions in the eſtabliſhments, - 


for the army ſervices: out of this fund are 
paid, iſt, the returned poundage ; that is, 
this very deduttion, thus made, is paid back 
to a certain part of each corps; ſo that this 
part of it ſeems deducted for no other purpoſe, 
but that of returning it back again : 2dly, a 
part of this poundage is applied towards the 
expences of Chelſea hoſpital : 3dly, the re- 
; „ mainder pays the exchequer fees, ſalaries of 
the pay-maſter- general and other officers, 


The 
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The expences attending Chelſea hoſpital 
are paid out of two funds, blended together. 
The ore is part of the poundage above-men- 
tioned : the other is formed of the deductions 
of one day's pay of every perſon named in 
ſome of the eſtabliſhments, and of ſome of the 
perſons named in other of the eſtabliſhments, 


To form this fund and that of the poundage, . 
and to make theſe ſeveral deductions, is the 
buſineſs of the pay-office, 

One effect of theſe operations is, that in 
making up the ſtate of every regiment in the 
pay office, the ſum allotte 1 for its pay in the 
eſtabliſnment muſt conſiſt of ſix parts; the 
poundage, the hoſpital, the ſubſiſtence, the 
allowance to widows, the off-reckonings, and 
the clearings ; and ſometimes reſpites. This 
ſtate, beſides the buſineſs it creates in the pay 
office, mult be examined, computed and ſigned 
by the agent ; for he receives the clearings, 
which is the balance due to the regiment ; the 
truth of which balance depends upon the juſt- 
neſs of the calculation of the other diviſions. 

It 
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1 mR de examined into, and eomputed by 
the auditor of the impreſt: for the pay-maſter- 


general taking credit on his account for the 


whole pay of each regiment, and ſurcharging 
himſelf with the total amount of the decuc- 
tions of the poundage, hoſpital and widows, 
in every year, the auditor cannot know the 
accuracy of the ſurcharge, without an exami- 
nation of each article that compoſes it. 

To perſons accuſtomed to the courſe of office, 
theſe computations are eaſy and familiar: but 
they certainly muſt take vp time; an object, 
conſidering the preſent ſtate of the army ac- 
counts, worth attending to. If, inſtead of 
theſe deductions, certain ſpecific, diſtinct ſums 
were eſtimated and ſet apart for thoſe ſervices 
in the eſtabliſhment ; if diſtinct accounts were 
kept of the receipts and payments, under each 
head of ſervice; if the cloathing of the regu- 
lars were voted like the cloathing of the mili- 
tia, ſeparate from the eſtabliſhment ; if the 
ſum allotted to a regiment ſhould be the ac- 
tual pay, and the whole of it be diſtributed 
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among the officers and private men, and paid 


to them without deduRtion, at ſuch times, and 


in ſuch proportions, as might be deemed beft 
for the ſervice; if every diſtin& ſervice had its 


diſtin appropriation, which can be eaſily eſti. 


mated by the experience of preceding years; 
it ſhould ſeem, this branch of the pay of the 
army might be carried on in a more ſimple, 
expeditious, and intelligible manner, 
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
